Fllline Ilio Flour Barrel. 


[Now York Sun.] 


A down-town (lour dealer was past- 


ing a gaudy label on tho lioad of it llonr 
barrel when a young man stopped by 
his sido to watch the operation. As tho 
dealer gave the label a pnrtiug wipe ho 
Btrnightoned up, paste brush in hand, 
and, looking sidewiso at the labol, said: 
"It is easier to illl a barrel with Hour 
than to paste on tbo label." 


Tho young man looked nstonishod, 


nnd, 
seeing thnt, tho dealer asked: 


"How do you suppose barrels are filled 
with Hour.'" 


"Shoveled in with a scoop." 
" That's where you are wrong. There 


is a (lour packing machine. 
It would 


be impossible to pack a barrel of Hour 
by weight in tho common flour bar- 
rel, using only n scoop. Tho Hour-pnekor 
consists of an upright shaft suspended 
several feet above tho floor. On tho 
lower end is a screw liko n propeller 
wheel, or more liko the cutting blado 
of a post-hole auger. A tuba of iron 
about as largo ns the inside of n barrel 
is suspended 
around 
tho 
vortical 


shnft, 
so 
thnt 
the 
bottom 
of 


tho 
tubo is ou 
a level with the 


lower end of tho shaft, 
Tho barrel is 


placed on a platform below tho tube, 
and the platform and barrel nro raised 
by coiled springs working on ft shaft 
that winds up small chains until tlio 
bottom of the barrel roaches tho bottom 
of the tubo. 
The flour is fed into tlio 


lube from n hopper, tho screw revolves 
by 8team, pressing tho flour against tho 
bottom of the barrel. 
As tlio barrel 


fills it is forced nwny from the screw. 
Tho tension of tho coiled spring is ar- 
ranged to overcome tho weight of .the 
Hour, nnd thus tho flour is forced into 
tho bnrrol under an oven pressure from 
top to bottom."
